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PLAINTIFF, THE PEOPLE OF THE STATE OF CALIFORNIA, alleges as follows, which 
allegations are based upon information and belief insofar as they pertain to the conduct of defendants: 

INTRODUCTION 

1. This action is brought and prosecuted by the People of the State of California (“Plaintiff’ 
or People ), for the purpose of en joining and abating a narcotics and general public nuisance that exists 
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at the single-family residence located at 16440 Index Street, Los Angeles, California 91344 
(“Property”). The action is brought pursuant to California Health and Safety Code section 11570, et seq. 
( Narcotics Abatement Law”) and Civil Code section 3479, et seq. (“Public Nuisance Law”). 

2. The Property is a known location for narcotics, gang, and general nuisance activity. 
Defendant Johnny Michael Wayne Reed (“Johnny Reed”), a documented member of San Fernando 
Valley (SFV) Peckerwoods criminal street gang who goes by the moniker “Johnny Boy,” resides at the 
Property. The property owner, Defendant Monica Marie Lewis (“Monica Lewis”), and her adult sons, 
Defendants Norman Lewis II (“Norman Lewis”) and Robert Lee Lewis (“Robert Lewis”), also reside at 
the Property. Defendants Norman Lewis and Robert Lewis, as well as Defendant Johnny Reed, have 
been arrested for criminal activity at the Property. (Defendants Monica Lewis, Norman Lewis, Robert 
Lewis, and Johnny Reed are referred to collectively herein as “Defendants.”) 

3. Since at least April 2016, Defendants have used the Property, and/or allowed the Property 
to be used, as a base for the illegal sale, use, and/or distribution of narcotics. Most recently, during 
service of a search warrant at the Property, law enforcement officers recovered heroin and 
methamphetamine at the Property. Defendants Johnny Reed and Robert Lewis, as well as another 
individual at the Property, were arrested for the possession of narcotics for sales. Law enforcement 
officers also recovered a stolen gun at the Property, as well as several other firearms and ammunition, 
and arrested Defendant Norman Lewis for illegally possessing a firearm. Defendant Johnny Reed, who 
was wearing a ring with an “SS” symbol and a Thor’s Hammer pendant at the time of his arrest, both 
symbolic of Aryan and Skinhead gangs, was also found in possession of identification cards and debit 
and credit cards in several other people’s names. In his room at the Property, Defendant Reed had a 
check scanner machine, personal and business checks in the names of different victims, blank check 
templates, and counterfeit bills. 

4. Defendants also maintain the Property in a manner that is hospitable to gang members 
and their associates. White supremacist gang members, including but not limited to Defendant Johnny 
Reed, reside at and/or regularly visit the Property for the purpose of conducting narcotics and general 
nuisance activity. Documented gang members and/or their associates, including members and/or 
associates of the SFV Peckerwoods and Vagos Outlaw Motorcycle Gang, have been arrested in 
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connection with the Property. Defendant Johnny Reed, a documented member of the SFV Peckerwoods 
criminal street gang and a shot caller for the Aryan Brotherhood prison gang, both white supremacist 
gangs, is able to further the gang through his presence at the Property by selling narcotics, exerting 
control over the neighborhood, and recruiting new gang members. 

5. Defendants also maintain the Property as a haven for narcotics and general nuisance 
activity that extends out into the surrounding neighborhood. Law enforcement officers have arrested 
individuals traveling to and from the Property with drugs, stolen property, and burglary tools. Law 
enforcement officers have also recovered stolen vehicles at the Property. Defendants also maintain the 
Property in a state of disorder with makeshift rooms, and junk, trash, and debris strewn about the 
Property, creating an eyesore for the community. The crime and disorder that pervades the Property is 
compounded by the fact that the Property is located within 1,000 feet of two separate Los Angeles 
Unified School District (“LAUSD”) schools. 

6. This criminal and nuisance activity at the Property compromises public safety in the 
surrounding neighborhood and causes a significantly disproportionate drain on law enforcement 
resources. This nuisance abatement prosecution is intended to eliminate the crime and disorder at and 
emanating from the Property; to make the Property inhospitable for criminals, including Defendant Reed 
and other gang members, who now use it to facilitate their narcotics and other criminal activities; and to 
make the Property safe for the people who live and do business in the surrounding neighborhood, 
including the students, parents, and employees of the nearby LAUSD schools. 

GENERAL ALLEGATIONS 
The Parties 

7. Plaintiff is the People of the State of California, acting through the Los Angeles City 
Attorney, Michael N. Feuer, who brings this action pursuant to the authority granted to him by Health 
and Safety Code section 11571 and Code of Civil Procedure section 731. 

8. Defendant Monica Marie Lewis (aka Monica M. Lewis), an individual, was and is the 
record owner of the Property, and at all relevant times mentioned herein has acted in such a capacity. 

As the owner of the Property, Defendant Monica Marie Lewis directly or indirectly maintains and/or 
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1 permits a narcotics and general nuisance to exist at the Property, thereby violating the Narcotics 

2 Abatement Law and the Public Nuisance Law. 

3 9. Defendant Norman Henry Lewis II (“Norman Lewis”), an individual, is the adult son of 

4 Defendant Monica Marie Lewis. Defendant Norman Lewis was and is involved in the sale, use, and/or 

5 distribution of narcotics at the Property, and has been arrested in connection with cr iminal activity at the | 

6 Property. By selling, permitting, and/or facilitating the sale, use, and/or distribution of narcotics at the 

7 Property, Defendant Norman Lewis is responsible for conducting and maintaining the nuisance alleged 

8 herein, thereby violating the Narcotics Abatement Law and the Public Nuisance Law. 

9 10. Defendant Robert Lee Lewis (“Robert Lewis”), an individual, is the adult son of 

to Defendant Monica Marie Lewis. Defendant Robert Lewis was and is involved in the sale, use, and/or 

11 distribution of narcotics at the Property, and has been arrested for narcotics activity at the Property. By 

12 selling, permitting, and/or facilitating the sale, use, and/or distribution of narcotics at the Property, 

13 Defendant Robert Lewis is responsible for conducting and maintaining the nuisance alleged herein, 

14 thereby violating the Narcotics Abatement Law and the Public Nuisance Law. 

^ 11- Defendant Johnny Michael Wayne Reed (aka Jerry John Dodson, aka Jerry Dodson) 

16 (“Johnny Reed”), an individual, is a documented member of the white supremacist SFV Peckerwoods 

17 criminal street gang and the Aryan Brotherhood prison gang. Defendant Johnny Reed was and is 

18 involved in the sale, use, and/or distribution of narcotics at the Property, and has been arrested for 

19 narcotics activity at the Property. By selling, permitting, and/or facilitating the sale, use, and/or 

20 distribution of narcotics at the Property, Defendant Johnny Reed is responsible for conducting and 

21 maintaining the nuisance alleged herein, thereby violating the Narcotics Abatement Law and the Public 

22 Nuisance Law. 

23 12 - Plaintiff is informed and believes and thereon alleges that Defendant Monica Marie 

24 Lewis resides at the Property along with, among others, Defendants Norman Lewis, Robert Lewis, and 

25 Johnny Reed. 

26 13 • The true names and capacities of defendants sued herein as DOES 1 through 50, 

27 inclusive, are unknown to Plaintiff, who therefore sues these defendants by such fictitious names 

28 pursuant to Section 474 of the California Code of Civil Procedure. Each such defendant is responsible 
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1 in some manner for conducting, maintaining, or directly or indirectly permitting the unlawful activity 

2 complained of herein. When the true names and capacities of said defendants have been ascertained, 

3 Plaintiff will ask leave of the court to amend this complaint and to insert in lieu of such fictitious names 

4 the true names and capacities of any fictitiously named defendants. 

5 The Property 

6 14. The Property is a single-family residence, located at the commonly known address of 

7 16440 Index Street, Los Angeles, California 91344. The Property is located on the south side of Index 

8 Street between Monogram Avenue and Gothic Avenue. The Property is located within 1,000 feel of 

9 John F. Kennedy High School and Jane Addams High School, both of which are public schools in the 
to Los Angeles Unified School District. The Property has a reputation in the community, and among law 

11 enforcement officers, as a narcotics, gang, and general nuisance location. 

12 15. The Property has the following legal description: “Lot 54 of Tract No. 20102, in the City 

13 of Los Angeles, County of Los Angeles, State of California, as per map recorded in Book 540, Page(s) 

14 44 to 47, inclusive, of Maps, in the office of the County Recorder of said County.” Assessor’s Parcel 

15 No: 2681-020-004. 

16 Jurisdiction and Venue 

17 16- Each of the acts alleged herein were performed, in whole or in part, in the City of Los 

18 Angeles. 

19 1 7 • The Property that is the subj ect of this action is located in the City of Los Angeles. 

20 Narcotics and Nuisance Activity at The Property 

21 18. The Property that is the subject of this action is located in the City of Los Angeles. 

22 Since at least April 2016, the Property has been used for the purpose of the unlawful sale, use, 

23 distribution, and/or storage of controlled substances, namely methamphetamine and heroin. Law 

24 enforcement officers have made multiple arrests for narcotics activity at or related to the Property. In 

25 addition, law enforcement officers have recovered stolen vehicles at the Property, and arrested 

26 individuals traveling through the neighborhood to and from the Property with narcotics, stolen property, 

27 and burglary tools. White supremacist gang members, including but not limited to Defendant Johnny 

28 Johnny Boy” Reed, a documented member of the SFV Peckerwoods criminal street gang and a shot 
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caller with the Aryan Brotherhood prison gang, also reside at and/or visit the Property for the purpose of 
conducting narcotics and general nuisance activity. 

19. Specific examples of the criminal nuisance activity occurring at or related to the Property 
include, but are not limited to, the following: 

• On May 8,2016, law enforcement officers were in the area of Index Street and Monogram 
Avenue when they observed a black Cadillac SUV with a rear paper plate. Officers 
conducted a traffic stop on the vehicle and determined that the vehicle had not been 
registered since May 2012. Three other passengers were in the vehicle, including a member 
of the SFV Peckerwoods criminal street gang who was living at the Property. During a 
search of the vehicle, officers recovered narcotics (heroin and methamphetamine), a scale, 
multiple baggies, glass pipes, and U.S. currency. 

• On June 22, 2016, law enforcement officers recovered a stolen vehicle in front of the 
driveway of the Property, and observed the driver of the stolen vehicle, a member of the SFV 
Peckerwoods criminal street gang, run into the residence at the Property. After taking the 
driver into custody, law enforcement officers recovered two glass pipes containing 
methamphetamine and a backpack which contained credit cards, two California identification 
cards, and a social security card, none of which were in the driver’s name. 

• On September 10, 2016, law enforcement officers arrested two individuals at the Property for 
burglary from a motor vehicle. One arrestee was a member of the SFV Peckerwoods 
criminal street gang and was residing at the Property. The other arrestee was a member of 
the Vagos Outlaw Motorcycle Gang. 

• On October 18, 2016, during service of a search warrant at the Property, law enforcement 
officers recovered heroin and methamphetamine at the Property. Officers also recovered a 
stolen firearm at the Property. During service of the warrant, Officers stopped Defendant 
Johnny Reed as he was leaving the Property and recovered methamphetamine, heroin, and 
several identification cards, debit cards, credit cards, and gift cards in different people’s 
names. Defendant Reed and Defendant Robert Lewis, as well another individual at the 
Property, were arrested for possession of narcotics for sales. Defendant Norman Lewis was 
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arrested for unlawful possession of a firearm. At the time of his arrest, Defendant Reed was 
wearing a ring with an “SS” symbol and a Thor’s Hammer pendant, both symbolic of Aryan 
and Skinhead gangs. 

20. In addition to the illegal narcotics activity and gang presence at or related to the Property, 
law enforcement officers have also recovered stolen goods, burglary tools, and evidence of identity theft 
both at the Property and from individuals traveling through the neighborhood to and from the Property 
In particular, officers have recovered credit card scanners, blank checks, identification cards, debit cards, 
and credit cards in other people’s names, shaved keys, bent screwdrivers, a dental pick, and spark plugs, 
among other items, from individuals traveling through the neighborhood to and from the Property. 

21. Defendants also maintain the Property in a state of disorder with makeshift rooms, and 
junk, trash, and debris strewn about the Property. The disorder pervading the Property is injurious to 
health, indecent or offensive to the senses, and/or an obstruction to the free use of property, so as to 
substantially and unreasonably interfere with the comfortable enjoyment of life or property by those 
persons living and working in the community surrounding the Property, including the students, parents, 
and staff of two separate LAUSD schools. 

FIRST CAUSE OF ACTION FOR NARCOTICS ABATEMENT 
[Health and Safety Code Section 11570, et seq. - 
Against Defendants and DOES 1 through 50] 

22. Plaintiff hereby incorporates paragraphs 1 through 20, above, as if fully realleged herein. 

23. The abatement of a nuisance is a long established and well-recognized exercise of the 

21 state’s police power. (People v. Barbiere (1917) 33 Cal.App. 770, 775; People ex rel. Hicks v. Sarong 

22 Gals (1974) 42 Cal.App.3d 556, 563.) Since its enactment in 1972, the principal purpose of the 

23 Narcotics Abatement Law (Health & Saf. Code, § 11570, et seq.) is the abatement of buildings and 

24 places used for the purpose of unlawfully selling, serving, storing, keeping, manufacturing, or giving 

25 away any controlled substance, precursor, or analog specified in this division, and every building 

26 wherein or upon which those acts take place-” (Health and Saf. Code, § 11570). 

27 24. The Narcotics Abatement Law provides that “[ejvery building or place used for the 

28 purpose of unlawfully selling, serving, storing, keeping, manufacturing, or giving away any controlled 
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1 substance, precursor, or analog specified in this division, and every building or place wherein or upon 

2 which those acts take place , is a nuisance which shall be enjoined, abated, and prevented ... whether 

3 it is a public or private nuisance.” (Health & Saf. Code, § 11570 [emphasis added]; People ex rel. 

4 Lungren v. Peron (1997) 59 Cal.App.4th 1383, 1389; Lew v. Superior Court (1993) 20 Cal.App.4th 866, 

5 870-71.) 

6 25. Health and Safety Code section 11571 authorizes a city attorney to bring an action to 

7 abate, prevent and perpetually enjoin such nuisances. It provides in relevant part: “Whenever there is 

8 reason to believe that a nuisance as described in Section 11570 is kept, maintained, or exists in any 

9 county, the district attorney of the county, or the city attorney of any incorporated city or of any city and 

to county, in the name of the people, may ... maintain an action to abate and prevent the nuisance and 

11 perpetually to enjoin the person conducting or maintaining it, and the owner, lessee, or agent of the 

12 building or place in or upon which the nuisance exists from directly or indirectly maintaining or 

13 permitting the nuisance.” 

14 26 - Health and Safety Code section 11573(a) provides that: “If the existence of the nuisance 

15 is shown in the action to the satisfaction of the court or judge, either by verified complaint or affidavit, 

16 the court or judge shall allow a temporary restraining order or injunction to abate and prevent the 

17 continuance or recurrence of the nuisance.” (Emphasis added.) In addition, Health and Safety Code 

18 section 11581 provides, as an additional remedy, for the removal and sale of all fixtures and movable 

19 property on the premises used in aiding or abetting the nuisance and for the closure of the building for 

20 up to one year. 

21 27. Plaintiff is informed and believes and thereon alleges that Defendants Monica Lewis, 

22 Norman Lewis, Robert Lewis, and Johnny Reed, and DOES 1 through 50, are responsible for 

23 conducting, maintaining, and/or directly or indirectly permitting the narcotics nuisance that exists at the 

24 Property. The Property, including every building or place wherein or upon the Property which those 

25 acts take place, was used, and is being used, from an exact date unknown but at least since April 2016, 

26 for the purposes of unlawfully selling, serving, storing, keeping, manufacturing or giving away 

27 controlled substances in violation of Health and Safety Code section 11570, et seq. 

28 III 
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28. Between April 2016 and the present, law enforcement officers have recovered 
methamphetamine and heroin at the Property, and made several arrests of individuals with narcotics 
both at and/or directly related to the Property. Law enforcement officers have also arrested Defendants 
Robert Lewis and Johnny Reed at the Property for narcotics activity, including for the illegal possession 
of narcotics for sale. Law enforcement officers have also arrested Defendant Norman Lewis at the 
Property for illegal possession of a firearm. As a result of these arrests, law enforcement officers 
recovered, among other items, methamphetamine, heroin, scales, baggies, glass pipes, and U.S. 
currency. 

29. The general reputation of the Property in the community, and among law enforcement, is 
that it is a location where the sale, use, and storage of narcotics has taken place on an ongoing and 
continuous basis since at least April 2016. As one individual arrested in connection with the Property 
characterized the Property: “That house is crazy. You can find anything you want inside that house. 
Heroin, meth, everything. There are a lot of people in and out of that house.” 

30. Defendants are the owners of the fixtures and moveable property contained within the 
Property, and said fixtures and moveable property were used and are presently being used by the 

Defendants in conducting and maintaining the nuisance as alleged herein. 

31. Plaintiff has no plain, speedy and adequate remedy at law, and unless Defendants, and 
DOES 1 through 50, are restrained and enjoined by order of this Court, they will continue to use, occupy 
and maintain, and/or to aid, abet or permit, directly or indirectly, the use, occupation and maintenance of 
the Property, together with the fixtures and appurtenances located therein, for the nuisance complained 
of herein, to the great and irreparable damage of the public and in violation of California law. 

SECOND CAUSE OF ACTION FOR PUBLIC NUISANCE 
[Civil Code Section 3479, et seq. — 

Against Defendants and DOES 1 through 50] 

32. Plaintiff hereby incorporates paragraphs 1 through 31, above, as if fully realleged herein. 

33. Civil Code section 3479 defines a public nuisance as “[ajnything which is injurious to 
health, including, but not limited to, the illegal sale of controlled substances, or is indecent or offensive 
to the senses, or an obstruction to the free use of property, so as to interfere with the comfortable 
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1 enjoyment of life or property-” (See City of Bakersfield v. Miller (1966) 64 Cal.2d 93, 99 [“The 

2 Legislature has defined in general terms the word ‘nuisance’ in Civil Code section 3479 . . . 

3 34. Civil Code section 3480 defines a public nuisance as “one which affects at the same time 

4 an entire community or neighborhood, or any considerable number of persons, although the extent of the 

5 annoyance or damage inflicted upon individuals may be unequal.” 

6 35. Civil Code section 3491 provides that the “remedies against a public nuisance are 

7 indictment or information, a civil action or abatement.” Abatement is “accomplished by a court of 

8 equity by means of an injunction proper and suitable to the facts of each case.” (Sullivan v. Royer 

9 (1887) 72 Cal. 248,249.) 

10 36. Code of Civil Procedure section 731 authorizes a city attorney to bring an action to enjoin 

11 or abate a public nuisance. It provides in relevant part “[a] civil action may be brought in the name of 

12 the people of the State of California to abate a public nuisance ... by the city attorney of any town or 

13 city in which such nuisance exists.” 

14 37. Since at least April 2016, through the present time, Defendants Monica Lewis, Norman 

15 Lewis, Robert Lewis, and Johnny Reed, and DOES 1 through 50, have owned, operated, occupied, used, 

16 and/or directly or indirectly permitted to be occupied and used, the Property in such a manner as to 

17 constitute a public nuisance in violation of Civil Code sections 3479 and 3480. The public nuisance, as 

18 described herein, is injurious to health, indecent or offensive to the senses, and/or an obstruction to the 

19 free use of property, so as to substantially and unreasonably interfere with the comfortable enjoyment of 

20 life or property by those persons living in the community surrounding the Property. The public nuisance 

21 consists of, but is not limited to, the illegal sale, use, and storage of controlled substances that occurs at 

22 or related to the Property; the threatening and disorderly presence of gang members and/or their 

23 associates at the Property; the presence of illegal firearms and ammunition at the Property; the presence 

24 of stolen goods at the Property; and the state of disorder that pervades the Property and its surroundings. 

25 38. Defendants, and DOES 1 through 50, in owning, conducting, maintaining, and/or 

26 permitting the use of the Property, directly or indirectly, as a public nuisance, have engaged in wrongful 

27 conduct and caused a serious threat to the general health, safety and welfare of the persons in the area 

28 surrounding the Property. 
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1 39. Unless Defendants, and DOES 1 through 50, are restrained and enjoined by order of this 

2 Court, they will continue to use, occupy and maintain, and to aid, abet or permit, directly or indirectly, 

3 the use, occupation, and maintenance of the Property, together with the fixtures and appurtenances 

4 located therein, for the purpose complained of herein, to the great and irreparable damage of Plaintiff 

5 and in violation of California law. 

6 PRAYER 

7 WHEREFORE, PLAINTIFF PRAYS THAT THIS COURT ORDER, ADJUDGE AND 

8 DECREE AS FOLLOWS: 

9 AS TO THE FIRST CAUSE OF ACTION 

40. That Defendants, DOES 1 through 50, and the Property, be declared in violation of 

11 Health and Safety Code section 11570, et seq. 

12 41. That the Property, together with the fixtures and moveable property therein and thereon, 

13 be found to constitute a public nuisance and be permanently abated as such in accordance with Section 

14 11581 of the California Health and Safety Code. 

15 42. That the Court grant a preliminary injunction, permanent injunction and order of 

16 abatement in accordance with Section 11570, et seq. of the California Health and Safety Code, enjoining 

17 and restraining each Defendant and their agents, officers, employees and anyone acting on their behalf, 

18 from unlawfully selling, serving, storing, keeping, manufacturing, or giving away controlled substances 

19 on the Property. 

2 ® 43. That Defendants, and DOES 1 through 50, be ordered to take certain steps and make 

21 physical and managerial improvements to the Property in accordance with Health and Safety Code 

22 section 11573.5, to remedy the nuisance on the Property and enhance the abatement process, including, 

23 but not limited to, the following: 

2 ^ a - Post in visible and conspicuous locations on and around the premises signs 

25 indicating, “THIS PROPERTY CLOSED TO THE PUBLIC. NO ENTRY WITHOUT PERMISSION. 

26 L.A.M.C. 41.24. One sign must be printed or posted in a conspicuous manner at every walkway and 

27 driveway entering any enclosed property or portion thereof and at a minimum of every fifty feet along 

28 the boundary of any unenclosed lot. This requirement is met if at least one sign is conspicuously printed 
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1 or posted on the outside of every structure on such property, so as to be readable from each walkway anc 

2 driveway entering such property. The language “THIS PROPERTY CLOSED TO THE PUBLIC. NO 

3 ENTRY WITHOUT PERMISSION” on said sign shall be at least two inches high. Provide a completed 

4 and signed L.A.M.C. 41.24 TRESPASS ARREST AUTHORIZATION form to the Topanga Division of 

5 the Los Angeles Police Department. 

6 b. In consultation with the LAPD, remove any non-structural fortifications and 

7 structures that would inhibit service of a search warrant. 

8 c. Do not install or use surveillance cameras on the Property or allow any occupant 

9 at the Property to install or use surveillance cameras on the Property. 

10 d - Post a sign in a place visible from the street: “NO DRUGS, NO DRUG 

11 DEALERS, NO LOITERING, NO WEAPONS, NO DRINKING OF ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES. 

12 THE LOS ANGELES POLICE DEPARTMENT MAKES REGULAR AND FREQUENT PATROLS 

13 OF THESE PREMISES.” 

14 e - n °t take any action which would impede, interfere, hinder, or otherwise 

15 obstruct any investigation undertaken by any law enforcement agency which relates to the Property. 

^ f- Comply with all orders and regulations of the Los Angeles Department of 

17 Building and Safety, County Health Services Department, City Fire Department, and any other 

18 regulatory agency and allow representatives of the Department of Building and Safety to enter and 

19 inspect the Property. 

20 8- Perform a thorough background check of applicants (every occupant who plans to 

21 live at the Property) prior to renting which includes verification of employment history and rental 

22 history for the last five years. 

22 h' Require potential residents to list all narcotics-related convictions on a rental 

24 application. Do not rent to anyone who has been convicted of a narcotics-related offense in the prior ten 

25 years. 

26 i- Require all residents (and every occupant who plans to live at the Property) to

27 | costs of sale. Such costs may occur in closing said Property and keeping it closed, removal of said

3 49. That if the proceeds of the sale do not fully discharge all such costs, fees and allowances 

4 the Property shall also be sold under execution issued upon the order of the court or judge and the 

5 proceeds of such sale shall be applied in a like manner. That any excess monies remaining after 

6 payment of approved costs shall be delivered to the owner of said Property. Ownership shall be 

7 established to the satisfaction of this court. 

8 50. That Defendants, DOES 1 through 50, and any agents, trustees, officers, employees and 

9 anyone acting on their behalf, and their heirs and assignees, be perpetually enjoined from transferring, 

10 conveying, or encumbering any portion of the Property, for consideration or otherwise, without first 

11 obtaining the Court’s prior approval. 

12 51. That Defendants, and DOES 1 through 50, be ordered to immediately notify any 

13 transferees, purchasers, commercial lessees, or other successors in interest to the subject Property of the 

14 existence and application of any temporary restraining order, preliminary injunction, or permanent 

15 injunction to all prospective transferees, purchasers, commercial lessees, or other successors in interest, 

16 before entering into any agreement to sell, lease or transfer the Property, for consideration or otherwise, 

17 all or any portion of the Property that is the subject of this action. 

18 52. That Defendants, and DOES 1 through 50, be ordered to immediately give a complete 

19 and legible copy of any temporary restraining order and preliminary and permanent injunctions to all 

20 prospective transferees, purchasers, lessees, or other successors in interest to the Property. 

21 53. That Defendants, and DOES 1 through 50, be ordered to immediately request and procure 

22 signatures from all prospective transferees, purchasers, lessees, or other successors in interest to the 

23 subject Property, which acknowledges his/her respective receipt of a complete, legible copy of any 

24 temporary restraining order, preliminary and permanent injunction, and deliver a copy of such 

25 acknowledgment to the Los Angeles City Attorney’s Office, c/o Deputy City Attorney Ryan Borho or 

26 his designee. 

27 54. That Plaintiff recover the costs of this action, including attorneys’ fees and law 

28 enforcement investigative costs, in an amount not to exceed $500,000.

AS TO THE SECOND CAUSE OF ACTION 

55. That the Property, together with the fixtures and moveable property therein and thereon, 
be declared a public nuisance and be permanently abated as such in accordance with Civil Code section 
3491. 

56. That each Defendant and their agents, officers, employees and anyone acting on their 
behalf, and their heirs and assignees, be preliminarily and perpetually enjoined from operating, 
conducting, using, occupying, or in any way permitting the use of the Property as a public nuisance. 
Such orders should include, but not be limited to, physical and managerial improvements to the 
Property, and such other orders as are appropriate to remedy the nuisance on the Property and enhance 
the abatement process. 

57. That Plaintiff be granted such costs as may occur in abating said nuisance at the Property 
and such other costs as the Court shall deem just and proper. 

58. That Plaintiff be granted such other and further relief as the Court deems just and proper, 
including closure and/or demolition of the Property. 

AS TO ALL CAUSES OF ACTION 

59. That Plaintiff recover the amount of the filing fees and the amount of the fee for the 
service of process or notices which would have been paid but for Government Code section 6103.5, 
designating it as such. The fees may, at the Court’s discretion, include the amount of the fees for 
certifying and preparing transcripts. 

60. That Plaintiff be granted such other and further relief as the Court deems just and proper.
